Files will not be 
combined to make a certain number of pages. Each file will be considered separately. Many of the files contain a 
MANUSCAIPT. The MNAUSCRIPT IS a part of the file and is usually made from the materials contained in the rest of the 
file and other knowledge. Some people want the entire file while others want only the manuscript. Either can be.

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JOSEPH LAWSON PETERS, a prominent lawyer of Columbiana, 
was born in Shelby county, Ala., March 22, 1848, the third son and 
youngest child of William Joseph and Jane (Johnson) Peters. His 
early education was acquired in the common schools of Shelby and 
Bibb counties, at the high school taught by Capt. R. H. Pratt at Six 
Mile, Bibb county, and at the high school taught by Meredith & Led- 
better, in-Montevallo, He later attended Howard college, Marion, Ala. 
After finishing his course af study he taught school for two years, dur- 
ing which time he entered upon the study of law. After three years of 
study under Hon. J. N. Suttle and R. MclIlvain, leading lawyers of 
Centreville, he was admitted to the bar in 1873 at Centreville, to which 
place he removed and went actively into the practice in 1875. About 
this time he formed a partnership with J. N. Suttle, who was at the 
time solicitor of the first judicial circuit of Alabama and known as 


one of the ablest prosecuting attorneys in the State. While he resided. 


in Centreville, Mr. Peters was for several years county superintendent 
of education, and was also county solicitor for Bibb county. His part- 
nership with Major Suttle continued until he moved from Centreville 
to Columbiana in 1883, at which place he has since resided and practiced 
his profession. Soon after going to Columbiana he formed a partnership 
with Hon. Henry Wilson and E, S, Lyman, of Montevallo, which con- 
tinued under the firm name of Peters, Wilson & Lyman until it was 
dissolved by the death of Henry Wilson in 1895. Mr. Peters has since 


___.—_been-in- partnership with Ex-Gov. Rufus W. Cobb, for two years, and 


afterward with J. R. Beavers. Mr. Beavers removed to Birmingham in 
1901, and since that time Mr. Peters has practiced alone, with a large 
and increasing business. Since his removal to Columbiana he has filled 
the office of county solicitor for twelve years. In December, 1886, he 
married Ella, eldest daughter of Dr. John B. and Mary (Dandy) Wil- 
son, of Montevallo, with whom he lived happily until her death May 2, 


1891. She left three children: Mary Augusta, Joseph L., Jr., and Ella. 


Wilson,-all-pupils now in school at Montevallo. Mr. Peters in early 
life joined the Baptist church, of which he has been a devoted meinber, 
and from his advent into public life has been an ardent Democrat and 
a recognized power in the councils of his party.

About the year 784i, Northern Winston County began 
to be colonized by a group of people from Newberry 
District, South Caroline, known as the Black Dutch. 
The first man from that section to enter the county was 
Jacob Whites. In 1844, this man made a trip to Miss. 
and bargained for land. Mr. Whites, a giant of a man, 
went to South Carolina, loaded his household goods and 
family into a four-horse wagon and returned, walking all the 
way to Winston Co. at the head of his team. The year 
1844 was a poor crop year, but in 1845, there were not’ 
enough barns to hold the harvest and Mr. Whites wrote 
back to his friends that he had found a fine county. 
Piloted by M. A. Metts, they came ~--the Livingstones, 
Kinards, Longs, Richardsons, Prisocks, Lynches, Bakers, 
Subers and others. 

Bethedeu, two and one half miles from Webster, was 
the largest community built by the "Dutch" settlers and 
received its name from a Church in So. Car. Mr. J. S. 
Prisock was a shoemaker before and during the War 
Between the States. He used one room of his house for 
a shop. Leather tannes in troughs on the nearby farms: 
was'cut by pasteboard patterns that were numbered according 
to size. First the outline of the pattern was drawn, then 
the leatherwas cut with a sharp knife. While the parts 
were being sewed, they were held together by Clamps. 


Plates, bowls, and various forms of earthenware were made 
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of native clay and Tired by the settlers. Glasses were 
after made by cutting the top from a bottle with a string. 

Webster first called Cross Roads because of 4 roads’ 
meeting there, has been spoken of as the New York of 
Winston County. The village once boasted of ee and 
buggy factories and a number of stores. Hoods, Hulls, 
Tates, Browns, Whites, Pughs, Petersons, Johnsons, 
Greens, Moorheads, Wickers, Sanders, Conners, Callaways, 
Gillis, Murphys, and McMakins were prominent families of

In Singleton, Mary Johnson was married on August 16, 
1859 to Dr. Thomas A. Glenn, a physician and also a 
Lutheran Minister. Their house was an overnight stopping 
place for the people from the prairies on their way to 
Suephur Springs. Originally it was a two story house, 
Square roofed, with @ balcony on top reached by a trap 
door through the attic. It had light, 1® foot rooms, two 
stack chimneys with 8 fireplaces, and a twelve foot hall 
on each floor. The bannisters were hand tunned with hand 
carved decorations at the end of each stair step. It had 
also carved windows and door facings. A hand made mantle 
in a downstairs room was painted to resemble black marble 
and one upstairs had the apperance of white marble. Six 
inch weatherboarding was used. Marks of the hand plane 
used in dressing thelumber can be seen. A caok house, .-. 
or kitchen, built about 100ft. to the rear of the main 


part of the house containes a dining room and portico in 
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front and a kitchen and storeroom to the rear, each six- 
teen ft. square. 60 feet scutheast of the Cook house 
stood the smoke house, 40 feet square in which a larger 


hollow log was used for a receptacle to hold salted meat. 
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HISTORY OF ARKANSAS, CLARK COUNTY 
(From El Dorado, Ark. Library) 


Capt. Joshua L. Peters 


The name that heads this sketch is one that has been worth- 
ily connected with the affairs of Clark County since 1873, and 
no history of this immediate vicinity would be complete which 
failed to make mention of Mr. Peters and the excellent farm 
which he is engaged in tilling. He was born in Lowndes County, 
Misse, in 1836, but his parents, Charles and Elizabeth (Vaughn) 
Peters, were born, reared and married in Bledsoe County, Tenn, 
the former's birth occurring in 1808 and the Iatter's in 1810. 
After the celebration of their nuptials they went to Mississippi, 
where they spent the rest of their lives, dying in 1884 and 1864, 
respectively. They were members of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, and the father was a farmer, filled the office 
of justice of the peace for some years, and was a member of the 
A. F. & A. M. Gearge Vaughn, the maternal grandfather, was born 
in Yirginia, but died in Texasy Capt. Joshua L. Peters was the 
third of eleven children, and was reared on a farm, receiving 
a common-school education. In 1861 he joined the infantry service 
in John Weir's company, known as Choctaw Agency Rifles, in the 
Fourteenth Mississippi Regiment, and, although his company was 
in the battle of Fort Donelson he escaped capture. He had been 
wounded and sent to the hospital before the time of surrender. 

He afterward ran the blockade and went home, but soon after be- 
came a member of the Thirty-sevent: Mississippi Infantry, Company 


D, with which he served until the close of the war, taking part 
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in the battles of Tula, Corinth, Oxford, siege of Vicksburg, 


Resaca, Kenesaw Mount, Peach Tree Creek, Poor House, Franklin 


O and Nashville. After his defeat at the latter engagement Hood 
= was relieved and succeeded in command by Gen. Joseph E. Johnston, 
* and with him Capt. Peters surrendered at Greensboro, N. C. He 
S was in sixtyeeight differant engagements and was wounded five 
times. While he was a member of the Fourteenth Mississippi he 
5 served as private, but soon after joining the Thirty~seventh 
Po Mississippi Regiment he was elected lieutenant, and later promot— 
NS , ed to the rank of captain, a position he held until the surrender. 
a = Being senior company officer he had often to take command of 
ae nd the regiment in cases of emergency. He was married in 1865. to 
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Mary A., @ daughter of Rev. John L. and Charlotte ames, the form- 
er of whom is a brother of thelate distinguished divine, Bishop 
Ames, For many years Mr. Ames has been an able minister of the 
Methodist Church, andis still residing in Newton County, Moe, 
where he has lived since 1868. In his early life he was a well- 
Known tanner of Winston County, Miss. Mrs. Peters was born in 
Winston County, of this State, anddied in that State, after 

she and her husband had started for the State of Missouri with 
her father, Mr. Ames. Mr. Peters continued on his journey with 


his son, and made his home in Missouri and Kanses until 1873, 


a portion of this time being spent in teaching school. His daughter 


had died before his arrival in Missouri, but his son, William 

L., still lives and was one of the enumerators in the last census. 
After leaving thelast mentioned State he came to Clark County, 
Kas., andhere was married, in 1879, to Mrs. Harriet (Smith) 


Duke, a native of Mississippi, whose parents died in that State 
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when she was a small girl. She came to Arkansas in her youth, 
and since her second marriage she and Mr. Peters have lived on 
their present farm of 440 acres. Mr. Peters has always been 

a Democrat, andhis first vote was cast for Brackinridge for the 
presidency, He is a member of the A. F. & A. M., Rob Morris 
Lodge No. 106, of Okolone. He and Mrs. Peters have been members 
of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, for many years, and 
are highly esteemed residents of the community in which they 
reside. The paternal grandfather, Joseph Peters, was of Irish 


descent, and died in Tennessee.

4 History of the Peters't Colony 
Seymour V. Connor 
Fart I : 
The Colonization Law and 4ts Originators » 
In the year 1841, a number of small business men from Louisville, 
Kentucky, chanced to interfere in the affairs of the Republic of — 
Texas in a way which may well have altered the destiny of that. state ~ 
and consequently, as small things sometimes do, changed the course 
of American history. Tnese Kentuckians were unpretentious men, of 
small means, and had they known its ultinate consequences they 
might never have dared to begin an action which was certainly to 
have a marked effect on Texas history if it was not to shape the- 
course of empire. For the Kentuckians were to be responsible for 
determining a Texas land ad immigraticn policy at a critical time 
f = in the history of the Republic. ig 
Land end immigration in Texas were clcsely associated. From 
1836, when Texas won her independence from “exico, until 1845, when 
she finally became a state in the Federal ii, Tex rans struggled 
constantly to maintain their Republic against the ravages of Hexican

armies, Indian depredation, political hanky-panky, and’, worst of all, 


bankruptcy and economic collayse. The mie Republic, as 


all Texsns knew, was an increase in population. Immigrants would 


bring in new money, suy lend, man the army and navy, pay taxes, fight. 
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:indians, stimulate trade and commerce, push back the frontier, and 
Mar sountless other ways support the new Repubiic,. To private 

_ citizens in Texas an increase in populeticn also meant an increase’ 
in land values and coylse uently and increase in private fortunes, for 
then, even more than today, land was the basic feature of Texas 
economy. . 

. So in their legislative assemblies Texans, as individuals, 
were rent between the public necessity of attracting immigrants by. 
offers of free government land and the srivate desire to puta 
fixed price on government land in order to uphold the value of 
privately owned land. The Texas heritage was that of the American 
frontier, where since 1820 the minimum price on government land had 
bsen $1.25 per acre; but the tlenkais themselves had known the powere 
Hi Aviddcement of free lend. ‘lost of them had come to Texas to 
receive the free “league and labor" (4,605.5) acres which the 
“lexican governemtn had genercusly offered to settlers under the old ; 
“empresario" system. For five years Texans postponed establishing 
a permanent lend poling, clinging to the intention of eventually 
aubiine a price on the BUPTAS land, but curing that time passing a 
number of temporary laws granting free land to settlers in the 
newt dane In the winter of 184041841, the darkest period in the - 
history  ~f the Republié, circamstances demanded a more progressive 
land policy. Varicus bills were presented to tne Texas Gontrese 
“suggesting the establishment of empresario colonies to induce 
migration, after the earlier practice’ of the lexican government. 
ne bill in particular found favor GLEE many, including the astute 


Sam Houston who had then finished his first term as president of the 
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Republic and was serving as a representative from San Augustine, 


The bill was known as the Frenco-Texienne Bill, and it incurred 


the wrath of a good many Anglo-Americans in Texas because it 
proposed the establishment of a colony of French soldiers on the 
Texas frontier. The debate over this bill was fierce in Congress 
and fiery in the editorial columns of Texas' few newspapers. One 
editor rebuked Houston and the bill's supporters as follows: 
And in this grand scheme of conquest where would 

Texas be found? The puny fraction of a French colonyt © 

And what would be the reward for all this sacrifice of 

territory and perhaps of nationality? rrotection from 

the incursions of a handful of naked, half-starved, 

unarmed savages, wno in less than two years will- be 

scattered to the four winds by the hosts of hardy pio= 

neers that are pressing into their hunting grounds. z 

The “host of hardy pioneers" was editorial phantasy, pet it 
was such a dream of a nost of Anglo-“merican settlers, combined 
with the pooular distaste for foreigners, that brought. about the 
defeat of the Franco-Texienne project. Congress dropped the French .

proposal partially because of the strong opposition to it and 


partially because the timely introduction of an alternate plan 


wre A 
offered a scheme far moré likely to please the public. This new 


plan seems to nave reached Congress initially in the form of a 
petition or nett eal signed by twenty men who declareé their inter-~ 
est in colonizing some unoccupied portion of the Reoublic. 
These petitioners were the originators of the Peters colony; 
of the twenty whose name were affixed to the well-timed memorial, 
eleven were residents of London, England, and nine of Louisville, 
Kentucky. The Englishmen: were Daniel S. Carroll, Alexander "cHea, 
Rowland Givson, Hober Hspie, Williem Vldmixon, Daniel Spillman, 


Robert Hume, Yohn Salmon, William Byrne, Henry Richards, and 


RCULATE 
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Robert Stringer. The Americans were W.S. Yreters, Yohn Bansamere 
(Bansamen?), William Scott, Yhineas J. Johnson, Timothy Crage, and 
Samuel Browning, 

Virtually no information at all hes been found to clarify 
the origin of the petiticn to congress. Apperently the men tho 
Signed 1t were not prominent end whavever documents they may 
have preserved in connection with the petition have not come to 
light. What little is known about the men is presented in the 
next few paragraphs. The origin of the petition it self is entire- 
ly a matter of speculation. Uf the Englishmen who signed, nothing 
is knowm except that they were vorobebly residents of “ondon. The

Congress. Apparently he resided in Austin for about a year and

The Peters family seen to be the Host Unsorkant persons

W.S, Peters is known to have returned to England in the 
suumer of 1847, and he may have made other trips to Europe, It 

seens probable that he was the organizing force behind the peti-e 
tion to congress, since nis neme headed the list of the twenty 
grantees, Since the colony almost immediately became known as 
“Peters! Colony", and since he could have enlisted the English 


petitioners throush his contacts in Ensland. It has been suggested 
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that he vistted Texas as early as 1623, thoush this is uncertain.

The suslifications of this sentlemen as 2 ‘musician 
are already too well known and sdmired to recuire 
comment from us. ; 
Mr. Burns is ¢ngaved to oserfornm some Solos on the Sent 
Bugle, which slone would be a treat of no ordinary value. 
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By the close of 1331, Feters had gone into buciness with 
W. D. Smith and John ellor, selling sheet music «nd musical 
instruments, Apparently ne contined siving nusic Lessons, and 
sometime about this period (or pernaos esrlicr) Wis engpsged as a 
music teacher by the family of Stepnen Collins Foster, who lived 
in “ittsburgh during the songevriter's youth. 

During the eighteen-thirties (srob: bly 1832) reters moved 
again to Louisville, opening a music store and continuing to 
givé music lessons, and in 1839 he ovened a branch store in 
Cincinnati, fe is listed in the Louisville directory for 1843 
as tne proorietor of a music store on the ssuth side of tlain 
Street between 3rd and 4th Streets, with a residence on the East 
Side of ist Street between Chestnut and Prather Streets.

It was during this oeriod tnet Yetears was associated with the 
colonization venture in Texss, At tne tise tne oetition was 
presented to congress, Willian CC. Peters was still elZerwely 


unxnown; he later gained more fame voth as a composer and as a

publisher of music. By 1846 reters, Field and Company were 
establisned as music puclisne:s in Cincinnati, 2nd in that year 

tnis firm publisned Stephen Foster's melody "There's a Good Time 
Coming." <A year later Feters copyrighted Foster's "Lou'siana Belle" 


and "What “ust a Fairy's Dream Be?" During 1848 "stars published 
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a longer list of Foster's songs: “Uncle Ned", "Stay Summer Breath," 
"Susanna Don't You Cry," "sway Down South", and “Santa Anna's Hetreat 
from Buena Vista." In the years that followed Peters published only 
an occasional song for Foster, since the songewrites had made busi- 
nesS arrangements with a New York Publisher, but the melodies of 
1848 proved to be for Peters, a commercial bonanza. It has been 
said that Peters made $10,000 from the sais of "VU, Susanna", alone, 
and it seems generally to be thought that Peters dealt unfairly 
with Stephen Foster. Tnat the latter was not the case, Foster's 
biographers, from his brother to the present time, have Been 
careful to show, but nevertheless the tradition of the unscrupulous 
publisner verserveres. In voint of fact it seens that an unexpected 
payment, which Peters made to Foster for "0, Susanna,” and "Uncle 
Ned," turned Stephen Foster into a commereial songrriter. Foster 
had given those songs, as well as the earlier ones, to Peters as 
a gif6, no doubt as a friendly gesture to his old friend and music 
teacher. Hoste wrote in connection with "O,Susanna" aad “Uncle 
Nea": “lnagine mydelizght in receiving one anaed collars in cashi 
sake two fifty dollars bills + received for it had the effect of 
starting me on my vocation of song-writer.” The spectaculsr and 
unexpected success of Foster's songs, esvecially "UY, Susanna," was 
probably viewed in good spirit by, both Foster and Peters as . 
lucky business gamble. Tne notion that Foster was anything but 
grateful to Yeters in unfounded. Ini849 Foster wrote to a critics

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The songs of Foster that Peters oublisned were extremely pup 
ular, and prob=bly made 2 substantial wrofit. Peters, however, 
was not the only early publisher of Foster's susic; dozens of 
pirated editions have been found. Thst Peters made some money 
in this venture can be gnthered from the fact that in 1849 he 
expanded his business, opening a branch in Baltimore. The following 
year Peterg began the publication of a nonthly musical magazine 
which ran for twelve issues. It was called THE BALTISOHE OLIv 
AND AMERICAN wJSTCAL GAZZETTS, and has been descriosd as A 
"montnly parlor companion designed for ladies snd devoted chiefly 
to music, the arts, and musical intelligence generally." The A 
twelfth and last issue of the magazine contained 2 statement that 
the OLIS was being discontinued, not beecuse of lsck of support, 
but because of the difficulty so securing ~augic dl-tes in Baltimore 
and because Peters’ health was pv vsr. Peters returned to Cincinnatl 
and died there suddenly of neart disease on April 20, 1866; 

In addition to his cvusiness ventures, Peters had been sctive 
as a leader of choirs suet-coneeetsy and composed a number of pleces 
of music, coth religicus and seculsr. His most sivnificant 
religious triting wes a mass for the Roman Catnolic Church. He 
also compiled PST2R2S CATHOLIC HASM0NIS2(1855), and CATHOLIC WixP 
(1862). Among his seculer compositions were "Citizens Guards

According to the pest of-the somewhat 
sketchy information available, Thomas P, Cregg withdrew from the 
firm in 1860, but tne firm continued to manufacture pianos as the 
Peters, Webb Company. "Their Pee eee and spread over a large 
portion of the South, with importent apencies at Nashville, 
Memohis, Vicksburg, New Yrleans, Mobile,-and Galveston, as well 
as St. Wouis...end they continued to ‘naxe exceedingly fine-toned 
pianos." About 1877 Peters and Bebb closed out their stock and 
dissolved their firm. 

About thet same tise, Henry J. Peters moved with his family 
to some of the land in Texas that had accrued to him as his share 
of the colonization venture. The family, consisting of henry J.

One of Winston County's oldest native daughters was called to her 
reward this past week. In Cincinnati, Ohio, Mrs. Susan Johnson, 
94, who made her home with a daughter, Mrs. Ether Farrell, died on

She was the daughter of the late Charles Peters and the late Ellen 
Turnipseed Brown Peters, of the Singleton community, her father having 
come to this area and purchased land in the early 1800's. Her mother | 
was the second wife of Charles Peters, andMrs.. Sohnson was the younger 
of two children born to this union, the other being Robert Peters, who 
preceded his sister in death by a few years, both life spans reaching 
into the 90's. They had nine half-brothers and half-sisters from the 


first marriage of their father. 


Mrs. Johnson,. widow of Paul Gant Johnson, was left early in life with 
the responsibilities of rearing four children, the first born, Charles 
Gant Johnson, having died at the age of five months, and the eldest 
daughter, Lula, having suffered fatal burns at the age of four years.
